YOUNGER MAN IS NEEDED. 
— 28 — 
Touching Confession of Great States- 
man that Burden of Years is Weigh- 
ing Him Dowa—Movement to Provide 
for Office of Vice-President. 


(RY DIRECT WIRE-TO THR TIMES! 

CITY OF MEXICO, July 3.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) That the time is fast 
approaching when some one 
Diag must take the helm has been 
brought heme to the Mexican people 
most impressively by events of the 
past week. For the first time in his 
administration of a quarter of a cen- 
tury, the President has told the na- 
tion that in view of his advanced age 
his further service must be of short 
duration, and it would be better were 
a younger man in his place. This re- 
markable pronunciamento from Dias 
was contained in his speech of accept- 
ance addressed to the Union Liberal 
Club upon his renomipation for the 
seventh term. After expressing con- 
ventionally his gratitude for the honor 
he said: 

“This does not imply, however, that 
I regard my candidacy with the same 
favor as in the past, for although I 
fee] myself possessed of a great, noble 
and patriotic ambition, and while I ex- 
perience pride which is natural under 
the circumstances, it does not seem to 
me that a man who is well past the 
age at which all civilised countries dis- 
pense with public servants can be one 
who is best suited to guide forward 
the march of a young and high-sptrited 
nation. But be it understood that in 
thus confessing my Insufficiency for 
the political and administrative direc- 


tion of my country, I do not deny her 
the parting services which I am yet 
capable of rendering. With deep re- 
gret I tell her of my deficiences, for 
that seems the proper and opportune 
thing to do.” 

Following this.utterance it became 
known that the Union Liberal Club 
was preparing to launch a movement 
to amend Federal legislation so as to 
provide for the office of Vice-President. 
It is now understood that another na- 
tional convention will be called shortly 


and a manifesto issued to the nation 


advising the amendment. Originating 
with the President's own party, it is 
presumed that the movement is at the 
Presidents direction, and that he 
adopted this method to accomplish the 
long-dreaded transition from his rule, 
and that the successor will be the man 
of his personal choice. Sefior Don José 
lAmantour is generally recognized as 
the one whom the Liberal Union Club 
and the President contemplate placing 
in line for the Presidency.

AFRO-AMERICAN COUNCIL. 


Temperate Address to the Country on 
Race Problem Deprecating Efforts te 
Destroy Friendly Relations, 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

LOUISVILLE iKy.) July Z. —rhe 
closing day's session of the Afro- 
American Council was marked chiefly 
by the presentation of resolutions em- 
bodying an address to the country at 
large on the race uroblem. The address 
on the whole is temperate in tone.

The address is, in as 6 follows: 
“We recognise with pleasure the 
friendly relation 12 has all along ex- 
isted ween the best people of the 
white race and our own, and we sin- 
cerely desire that nothing may be per- 
mitted to intervene to mar this rela- 
tion. Still, we are confident that no 
one who notes carefully the signs of 
the times can fail to discover that there 
are influences at work in nearly every 
part of the land to accomplish this 
very end. Who can fall to see that 
the negro is being held up to public 
gase, as the most objectionable and 
undesirable citizen that treads Ameri- 
can soll. The ignorant, victous, criminal 
class are pointed to as the types and 
products of the race, rather than those 
who are the output of the negro’s best 
endeavors for race development and 
uplifting. We declare this standard of 
1 to be unfair to any peo- 
ple 

“It is not an unusual thing to read 
these days of negroes being lynched 
for impudence, refusing to strike 
ing a white man, ete. Now, we submit 
that lynching for any cause is destruc- 
tive of law, is demoralizing. But to 
subject persons accused of, even guilty 
of, such trivial offenses as we have indi- 
cated to unlewful punishment and 
death is to make the negro the marked 
man of the nation. Even as it is in 
some sections of the country it means 
death for a negro to attempt to protect 
the females of his family. We ask in 
all sincerity, ‘Ie this American Is it 
right?’ Such conditions indicate clearly 
a tendency to anarchy, and anarchy 
for the negro will terminate in anarchy 
for all men. 

“The number of those of our race 
who are accused of the nameless crime 
against woman is so smal! as compared 
with the whole number that it is 
scarcely necessary to discuss this as a 
distinct crime. Yet we say 
that we make no plea man 
who may be proved gullty Of this 
our plea is for law and for the protec- 
tion of the innocent. 

“It is now clearly evident that the 
purpose of those who first started in 
ostensibly to disfranchise the ignorant 
negro has been broadened and strength. 
ened. Their rpose now includes al- 
most all negroes. In certain of the 
States this result has already been 
achieved, and thousands of qualified 
men a denied positively and abso- 
Itely the right to vote.

FATE OF WILLIAM ODE.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 3.—The fate 
of William Ode, a sailor who was left 
behind as watchman on the wreck of 
the schooner Courtney Ford, which ran 
ashore on Izgenbek Island, Alaska, on 
September 30, 1902, is told with dra- 
matic realism in the log kept by the 
unfortunate man, which has just 
reached here.

When the Courtney Ford was 
wrecked the captain and surviving 
members of the crew were picked up 
and landed at Seattle, leaving Ode be- 
hind until relief was sent him. This 
only happened a few days ago when 
the schooner Carrie with 
wrecking apparatus on left for 
Izenbek, too late, however, to be of 
service to the sailor who had watched 
in vain for her.

PEKING. July 31.—(By Asiatic Ca- 
Die.] The United States Treasury res- 
viations regarding the Chinese visitors 
to the St. Louis Exposition, are arbi- 
trarly criticized in the native press, 
and itis believed will demoralize Chi- 
nas efforts to take creditable part in the 
exposition. The most objectionable 
points in the eyes of the natives are 
the $500 bond, the photographic identi- 
fication, police supervision of the vis- 
iting Shinese, and the expulsion from 
America of the Chinese workmen and 
assistants, when the fair closes.

EXCELLENT PROSPECT.

TIDES FAVORABLE, BAIT PLENTI- 
FUL, MANY EARLY TRAINS. 


— . — 


Red Water a Nuisance at Western 
Beaches—Prospect for Surf is Good in 
the Afternoon—Bass and Barracuda. 
Taking of Seed Clams is W 
Other News. 


With two holidays in a bunch, the 
best fishing of the year at hand, early 
morning and late afternoon beach 
trains, perfect tides and plenty of bait, 
the shore fishermen are in clover and 
not one of the rod-and-reel fraternity 
but knows it. All the week surf fish 
and yellowfins have been biting in fine 
style at the southern beaches, and on 
the western coast there has been fine 
sport whenever the peridinium has 
been kind enough to move out and give 
the anglers a chance. Yesterday after- 
noon it lay in a belt half a mile wide 
extending outwards from the surf and 
fringing the shore line from Port Los 
Angeles to Redondo, though at the 
long wharf there was a clear streak. 
The stuff moves out at night and blows 
back in again avhen the wind comes up. 
Perfect weather, good prospects, and 
plenty of insurance on the house at 
home leave no excuse for not taking 
advantage of the two days and going 
fishing, so the piscatorial artists will 
line the wharves in record-breaking 
numbers today and tomorrow. 

Tides are almost perfect both days. 
This morning the water was low at 
12:07 o'clock, high at 6:22, and it will 
be low again at 11:27. All the afternoon 
until 5:58 the water will be coming in, 
and it is a good high tide which ought 
to be productive of plenty of surf fish 
and yellowfins at all the southern 
beaches and at Del Rey, where the 
finnies seem to bite regardless of peri- 
dinium. The height of the tides indi- 
cates a stiff current in the bay, though 
the channel fishermen wil] take ad- 
vantage of the eddies for their day's 
sport. Halibut have been running wel) 
inside and the alongshore contingent 
have been getting plenty of China 
croakers off the barges and schooners 
ing the week. 

Sunday's tides will be almost ex- 
actly one hour later than today’s, and 
therefgre are almost equally good for 
surf fishing. The inveterates will put 
in both days at Brighton Beach and 3 
large delegation will tackle Terminal 
today with good supplies of clam bait. 
During the week bushels of small 
seed clams have been brought to Los 
Angeles and offered for soup-making 
urposes. Some of the fishermen have 
aid in supplies of them for bait, but 
have made a mistake in so doing, as 
the things are not a bit better than the 
big clams, and are a great deal harder 
to open up, it being necessary to cut 
one for every bait. Unless the whole- 
sale gathering of these little inch-long 
bivalves is stopped there will be no 
more bait in a few years, for they are 
the young, and without the young 
there can never be the old clams. The 
practice is a crying shame. 

At Port Los Angeles and the break- 
water some bass have been caught 
during the week, and a number of fine 
ones will probably be taken in today 


and tomorrow, for the conditions are 


favorable for them, and the fish are 
around. 

Trolling outside for barracuda has 
been fully up to grade for a week or 
two, and all the boats which really 
want to get fish and go about it the 
right way, have come back with well- 
filled boxes. Some of the skippers with 
clean boats who take out “fishing par- 
ties will actually steer clear of fish 
rather than get the boat dirty, so when 
engaging a hooker for a day's trolling 
nothing is better than the square- 
sterned gasoline wagon of some pro- 
fessional fisherman, who has laid off 
for a Sunday. Any of these old salts 
ean take a man into fish and get great 
pleasure from so doing. Some of the 
professional boatmen who really make 
a specialty of fishing parties, are 
equally good, but one must know his 
man in order to be sure. Barracuda 
trolling with rod and reel ts far, better 
sport than many think it, and there ts 
always the chance of hooking onto a 
yellowtail or bonita, either of which 
will put up quite all the fight neces- 
sary. 
Early-morning mackerel fishing at 
Redondo has been a little slower this 
week, doubtless owing to the red wa- 
ter, but some fair catches have been 
made, and any time the ocean clears a 
reappearance of the bluebacks may be 
expected in force. Redondo wharves 
will be too well patronized today, not- 
withstanding the handicap. 
Considering the conditions, and bar- 
ring unfavorable changes of weather, 
the prediction is for first-rate fishing 
all around today. The surf should bite 
better in the late afternoon than any 
other time, and will probably be plen- 
tiful ‘enough, though there is likely to 
be a number of nippere in the catch. 
This is the month when ‘the little surf 
usually appear in force. 

There is a 7:30 train on the Salt Lake 
this morning for fishermen's benefit.

Rev. Robert J. Burdette has decided 
to reénter the minisier.al fleld as an 
active pastor, and Los Angeles will be 
the field of his labors.

fendants’ demurrer to the complaint 
and denied the ulaintiff's request to 
amend and dismissed the su't.

Stewart's action was for 
a half interest in the mines and Stew- 
art's mines, his claim being that he 
located the mineral and showed it to 
Douglass with the understanding that 
the latter was to file on the property 
jointly with himself. Dougless filed on 
the property in his own name and has 
since been negotiating for the sale of 
the mines, which will now pat into the 
possession of the American Lithia and 
Chemical Company, recently organized, 
The court held that Stewart had never 
established a legal claim to the pro 
erty, having done no assessment work.

A General Glance at Condi- 
lions as They Are.

Where the Copper D.oeicmenis 
Are Located— Rank of the

BISBEE Aris.) June 30.—The Terri- 
tory of Arizona is as great in area as 
New York, Pennsylvania, and several 
of the adjacent smaller States com- 
bined. Its railroad development is 
scent, and the distances are great. To 
visit its various\camps and to report 
fully on each, would be a matter of 
many months of hard work. It may 
be said, however, in a general way, 
that the mountain ranges with which 
the Territory is liberally supplied, are 
practically all metalliferous. Gold, 
silver and copper are found nearly 
everywhere throughout the hills, and 
lead is but little less common. This 
very profusion of mineral wealth is 
embarrassing, for not every showing 
will make a mine. There are doubt- 
less, many claims in Arizona showing 
copper and the precious metals, that 
are in all likelihogd worthless, yet are 
held doggedly by their owners, and 
assessment work done year after year. 
Eastern investors are putting large 
sums into Arizona mines, and the prices 
paid for some of the prospects are ap- 
pallingly high. 

The copper developments of Ari- 
zona are mainly in the four counties of 
Cochise, Graham, Gila and Yavapal, 
The mines of Cochise county are in 
Bisbee, eight miles north of the Mexi- 
can line, and in the southeastern cor- 
ner of the Territory. The Graham 
county mines are at Clifton and 
Morenci, northeast of Bisbee, and near 
the Mexican border. The ore bodies in 
Graham county are of immense size, 
but the grade is low. Profits are se- 
cured by the well-managed companies 
through the exercise of rigid economy 
and large initial expenditures, for 
large and modern plants. Lixiviation 
is quite extensively used in Graham 
county, and will probably come into 
even more general use in the future. 
The new eight-hour law, which went 
into force on June 1, has led to a se- 
rious strike, which has tied up the 
majority of the producing mines of 
Graham county. 

In Gila county. which is in approxi- 
mately the center of the Territory, the 
developments to date have not re- 
sulted in the opening of dividend-paying 
mines. There is renewed activity in 
this field, and the Ol Dominion mine 
is now on a profit-earning basis, 
though dividends have not been begun. 
The mine would have netted about 
$350,000 in 1901, but for the mistaken 
policy of the management then in con- 
trol, which held its copper until. after 
the big slumps in prices. There are 
important new developments at sev 
eral points in the Globe district, 
though not immediately in the camp, 
and several of these are said to pos- 
seas considerable promise. 

In Yavapai county there is but one 
real copper mine, though several prom- 
ising properties are undergoing devel- 
opment. Yavapai county is noted for 
ite gold mines, of which it has a large 
number, good, bad and indifferent. It 
has also been made famous as a cop- 
per center by a single mine, the 
United Verde, mainly owned and abso- 
lutely controlled by Senator W. A. 
Clark of Montana. This mine is a 
single monstrous lense of sulphide cop- 
per ore, if slates. The ore averages 


7 per cent. \or Detter. in qppper, with 
fair gold and Ailv values, and aleo 
carries a quartz dyke. having very 
high values in gold. 


The quartz is 
ground and mixed with clay to make 
linings for the converters, and from 
a process that {is ordinarily a dead 
loss, there is secured no small part 
of the revenue of the mine. The net 
coat of United Verde conper is 3 to 4 
cents per pound, lald down at the At- 
lantic seaboard. The mine, while of 
phenomenél richness and sige, Is 
worked under very great disadvantages. 
It is subject to spontaneous combus- 
tion, because of its richness in sul- 
phur, and its shattered condition, and 
it is a hard mine in which to work. 
The smelting plant is squarely on top 
of the ore body, and although requir- 
ing a pillar variously estimated at 
one to three million tons to remain un- 
touched for an underpinning, the 
smelting plant and general mine butid- 
ings are frequently damaged by the 
ground caving below. It is the almost 
unanimous opinion of mining men most 
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conversant with this property that the 
United Verde could easily ble or 
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treble its normal output of 40,000,000 
pounds of refined copper yearly, were 
adequate smelting facilities provided 
elsewhere than right on top of the mine 
itself, 

The principal copper-producing 
camps of Arizona rank approximately 
as follows, in point of output: Clif- 
ton, Morenci, Bisbee, Jerome, Globe. 
Bisbee has shown a remarkable gain 
in output during the past six months, 
owing to the beginning of production 
by the Calumet and Arizona mine, 
which is now one of the four largest 
copper producers in the Territory, and 
one of the ten largest in the world. 
The Graham county mines are also 
showing_an increase, or were doing so 
previous to the present strike, owing 
partly to the beginning of production 
to the New Shannon mine, but mainly 
to increased production secured at the 
older mines. Jerome has shown a de- 
crease latterly, owing to a combina- 
tion of troubles, that included an ex- 
ceptionally serious mine fire, and a 
strike, that affected the entire mine 
and emelter force. The Treadwell ts 
the most advanced among the prospects 
of the Jerome district. As a rule, the 
prospects in the Jerome district are 
being developed on a scale that will 
take many years to make a producing 
mine, even with favorable develop- 
ments. 

In addition to the important centers 
of copper production already named, 
there are other points of more or less 
development and promise, as at 


Pearce, Cochise county, in Coconino 
county, Pinal county and Maricopa 
county. There are also copper pro- 


pects in Yuma county, and elsewhere.

Hard-working men who re- 
tire rarely live much longer. .

vital principle of our material forms 
of government. 

Not only does union labor claim the 
right to make outcasts and exiles of 
all Americans who refuse to bow to 
its dictation, but it also claims the 
right to take away the property of 
those whom it cannot coerce. This 
claim was made apparent during the 
anthracite coal strike, when the seiz- 
ure of the coal mines by the -govern- 
ment was advocated, on the plea of 
non-user, while John Mitchell, presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers, 
boasted (in his letter of October 17, 
1902,) that the owners of the coal 
mines were “forced to acknowledge 
their inability to operate the prop- 
erty without our consent In other 
words, union labor claims the right 
to prevent by force the use of prop- 
erty, and then demands that the gov- 
ernment shall seize the property be- 
cause of such non-use. 


This doctrine has been asserted 
with reference to property other than 
coal mines. Strikers have made it 
impossible for street railway com- 
panies to operate their lines according 
to the terms of their charters, and 
then have set up a clamor for the for- 
felture of their charters because of 
failure to operate. Such action, if 
taken, would be nothing less than 
confiscation. It would be revolution- 
ary, and in the last degree unjust. 
But there is no doubt that if these 
trade-union revolutionists could have 
the unlimited power which they are 
aiming to acquire, neither justice nor 
mercy would be shown to those who 
should have the temerity to oppose 
their arbitrary methods. 


It is time for some questions of 
sovereignty to be settled, and settled 
permanentiy. Public safety demands 
it. All considerations of right and 
justice combine to make the final and 
authoritative determination of these 
questions imperative. Foremost 
among them is the question as to 
whether trade-union “sovereignty” is 
to be permitted to supersede the sov- 
ereignty of the United States of Amer. 
ica in the affairs of industry and in 
defining the rights of citizenship. 
This question must be met and finally 
answered, sooner or later. The longer 
the answer is delayed, the more dif- 
ficult will the solution become. It is 
well, therefore, for every well-dis- 
posed citizen to consider under which 
Hag he should enroll himself—under 
the flag of his country, which stands 
for constitutional liberty and the 
rights of man, or under the banner of 
trade-union despotism, which seeks to 
subvert constitutional liberty and to 
destroy the sacred rights of the in- 
dividual. 


HE DAY WE CELEBRATE. 

On the fourth day of July, 
1776, just one hundred and twenty- 
seven years ago today, “the Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of 
America, in General Congress assem- 
bigd,” adopted by unanimous vote the 
immortal Declaration of Independence, 
promulgating to the world the an- 
nouncement that “these United Colo. 
nies are, and of right ought to be, 
free and independent States; that they 
are absolved from all allegiance to 
the British crown, and that all politi- 
cal connection between them and the 
State of Great Britain is, and ought 
to be, totally dissolved; and that, as 
free and independent States, they 
have full power to levy war, con- 
clude peace, contract alliances, e*- 
tablish commerce, and to do all other 
acts and things which independent 
States may of right do. And, for the 
support of this declaration,” say the 
framers, in conclusion, “with a firm 
reliance on the protection of Divine 
Providence, we mutually pledge to 
each other our lives, our fortunes, 
and our sacred honor.” 

No event in human history was 
fraught with more significance to the 
race of men than the signing and pro- 
mulgation of this declaration. Its th- 
finence will be felt through all the 


ages. 

This day, the anniversary of 
great event, is, and must forever 
remain, the most sacred day 
in our national calendar. When we 
forget its significance; when we cease 
to celebrate it; when we becove in- 
different to its claims upon our 
patriotic promptings—if ever these 
things happen—it will be because we 
shall have passed the zenith of our 
greatness as a nation, and shall have 
begun to fall into decay.

To the youth of our land, the an- 
nual celebration of “the Fourth” is a 
recurr.ng lesson in patriotism, and to 
all it is a reminder of events in his- 
tory with which no American should 
be unfamiliar. Therefore, let us over- 
look the noise and the little discom- 
forts which necessarily accompany the 
celebration, and lift up our hearts in 
thankfulness that our valorous 
forbears had the valorous  in- 
spiration and the courage to raise the 
ery for freedom that echoed around 
ihe world. 


In all that has been said about the 
lynching of negroes in the South, there 
has been no better nor simpler state- 
ment of fundamental truth than this 
from one of the world's great men, 
Booker T. Washington: 

“The lesson to learn is that both in 
the making and in the execution the 
same law #hould be made to apply 
the negro — to the white. There 
should be theted out equal justice to 
the black man and the white man. 
Whenever the nation forgets, or 16 
tempted to forget, this basic principle, 
the whole fabric of government for 
both the white and the black is threat- 
ened with destruction. This is true 
whether it relates to conditions in 
Texas, Indiana or Delaware.”

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JOHN F. FRANCIS 
BREATHES HIS LAST. 


John F. Francis is dead. 

The end came painlessly shortly af- 
ter 2 o'clock this morning and followed 
a period of unconsciousness which 
had continued throughout most of yes- 
terday and from which he did not re- 
vive. Surrounded by his family and 
by a few of the most intimate friends 
of the family, 


gently did the noble spirit of the man 


closely watching, it was im ble to 
tell exactly when the end ca He 
had been lying in a comotose condition 
nearly all day. There were intervals 
at which he seemed to revive, but after 
dark last night there was a gradual 
sinking. His physicians did not leave 
the bedside, and everything known to 
the medical profemion to prolong life 
was resorted to but to no purpose. 
About 2 o'clock this morning there was 
a slight flutter of the patient's heart, | 
an almost ftmperceptiblie gasp, and 
within a few minutes his long struggle 
for life had ended.

SOLDIER AND TRAVELER. 
John F. Francie was a nate of 
Clinton, lowa, and wag of English 
parentage, his father having been a 
shipbuilder on the Clyde and Mersey 
rivers. At the age of 16 years he en- 
listed in the Bighteenth Kapsas Vol- 
unteer Cavalry, serving under the 
noted Capt. David L. Payne during 
the memorable Indian campaign of 
1867 on the frontier of Western Kan- 
sas. He spent several years of adven- 
turous life on the great plains and 
among the mountains of California 
and in the Territories. 
He inherited a considerable fortune 
from his father, who had established 
himeelf in Cincinnati, and with this 
he was able to enjoy his passion for 
travel, and spent many years of de- 
lightful recreation in that manner. In 
1888 he returned to California, tem- 
porartiy, to be called back to the East 
by the death of a relative, and it was 
not until 1891 that he became a per- 
manent citizen of Los Angeles, 
In 1892, Mr. Francia was married to 
Mies Maria de las Reyes Domingu 
one of the daughters df Don Manu 
Dominguez, who had been rewarded de 
an Officer of the King of Spain during 
the Spanish occupation, by the large 
grant of land known as the Rancho 
Ban Pedro. For severalyvears after 
his marriage, Mr. Francis lived quietly 
with his wife, enjoying a delightful 
domestic life. He mixed but little in 
social affars, and it was only after he 
gradually became acquainted with the 
more prominent business men of the 
community that his great executive 
ability and lofty public spirit began to 
be appreciated. He identified himself 
with the Chamber of Commerce, and 
when once connected with the official 
life of that institution his tremendous 
energy and unselfish nature were 
quickly recognized and forced him un- 
willingly to the front. 3 
He was elected president of the 
Fiesta for 1896. and shou the 
heavy work entailed in that erfterpriee 
with a spirit of enthusiagam that 18 
came contagious and animated his as 
sociates, so that the result was a 
marked success. Shortly after this he 
took a trip to Europe to recuperate 
after the tremendous strain upon his 
constitution which was never robust.

He wae ever at the 
call of its officers, and spared neither 
time, health, nor money to further the 
success of the institution.

He was president of 
the Newman Club since its organization 
in 1999. and was in his happiest mood 
when presiding at its banquets. He 
was a charter member of the local 
council of the Knights of Columbus, 
and was in all matters connected with 
the Catholic church a prominent and 
important factor. He enjoyed the con- 
fidence and cordial affection of Arch- 


sally beloved by the Catholic clergy 
and laity alike. While holding pro- 
nounced religious views, he had a 
charttable spirit that disarmed bigotry 
and uprocted prejudice, thereby en- 
dearing him te all classes of his fellow- 
citizens, irrespective of race, creed or 
social position.

when “Yankee Doodle” was heard 
from lips, strings, keys. horns and 
fifes much oftener than now. 

No words have yet been sung nor 
played to that air so sweet and strong 
nor with such fire and vim as those set 
to it when first those brave hearts in 
the times which tried men's souls left 
their fields and plows, their shops and 
mills, their stores and their yard 
sticks, with their guns in their hands 
to fight their King and his red-coat 
men to win this broad land for a free 
home for the brave for all time. 

In Pearson's Magazine tome months 
past beneath the words Where our old 
tunes come from,” it was said that it 
is not known where the air known as 
“Yankee Doodle” came from. 

But that is not the fact, for in the 
American Law Review—published at 
Boston, Mass., May, 1884, it is set forth. 
“When Cromwell rode to Oxford upon 
a small horse with his single plume 
fastened into a kind of knot, the whole 
outfit intendea to suggest Puritan 
horror of high-stepping steeds and wav- 
ing plumes, some waggish cavalier in- 
vented the following rhyme and get 
it afloat to the homely melody of labor. 

“*Yankee Doodle came to town 
Upon a Kentish pony: 

He stuck a feather in his cap 
Upon a macaroni.’ 

“A ‘macafon!' was a small rosette, in 
shape and size like an Italian maca- 
roni, called so from a blunder of the 
English in confusing the names of two 
Italian dishes so similar in pronuncia- 
tion and spelling. The term first came 
to this country In 1750. Braddock was 
assembling our forefathers near Al- 
bany for an attack on the French and 
Indians at Fort Niagara and Frontinac. 
As the continental troops came in 
wearing all the fashions that had been 
seen in England for hundreds of years 
and bearing every weapon but those 
familiar to @he British troops, the old 
picture of Cromwell and the Kentish 
pony rose before the eyes of another 
waggish cavalier. 

Dr. Richard @chuckburg, regimental 
surgeon, was a wit and a musician. 
Planning a joke for the amusement of 
the camp, he wrote out the score of 
“Yankee Doodle’ and gave it to the 
leader of the Continental Band, as the 
latest martial music. It was easil 
caught, and enthustastically — 
amid shouts of laughter in the Eng- 
lish ranks. Twenty-five years later 
there was less mirth when the Engl 
army with Lord Cornwallis at its head. 
surrendered to the Continentgla whose 
band was playing ‘Yankee Doodle.“ 

Thus it is shown that it ds well 
known where the tune came from.

ACQUARD AUCLAIR, editor of the 

local French paper. I. Unton Nou- 

velle, has interested himseif in a 
project for the organization of a s0- 
cley that shall tend to bring Americans 
and Franco-Americans into closer rela- 
tionship. Mr. Auclair considers that as 
France is the leading republic of the 
world, outside of the United States, 
there should be more sympathy and in- 
timacy between the people of the two 
countries. As a testimonial to the na- 
tal day of his adopted country, Auclair 
has written an article on Washi n 
for his journal, of which the follo 
is a free translation: 

The American national holiday only 
precedes ours by a few days. The cap- 
ture of the Bastile is the understudy 
ndependence. 


Amidst the conflict of va- 
ried interests, they safeguard the treas- 
ury vault of divine liberty, in which is 
deposited the sacred flame. 

America, like France, has its t 
men. I have devoted sufficient study to 
their achievements and character to be 
able to say here that Washington was 
a man complete in himself, and the 
only one of his kind. He was at once 
a soldier and a great politician, for he 
had the “genius of affairs,” a 
comprehension of great ideas, a pa- 
tience of details, a knowledge of men, 
a power of looking » future, a 
fertility of expedients, an energy of 
will, an ability to command men, the 
confidence of his country and a univer- 
sal renown. It cannot be denied that 
Washington was the forerunner of our 
revolution. 

He says himself that he had long 
meditated on military strategy. Person 
ally brave, and born with heroic blood 
in his veins, his iron temperament, his 
wide range of observation, his wonder- 
ful natural faculties, his presence of 
mind and his impregnable firmness in 
time of peril inevitably destined him to 
reach, at an early age, the highest hon- 
ors of military life. Finally, he was the 
men of those great times to whom God 
accorded the double power of tearing 
der and of reconstructing.

Imports will, for the first 
time, exceed a billion dollars, and ex- 
ports will be larger than in any pre- 
ceding year, except 1901. The eleven 
months’ figures which justify this as- 
sertion show that the imports of the 
eleven months ending with May were 
$943,597.19, and the exports %$1,324,493,- 
293. For the twelve months ending 
with May the imports are $1,016,712,248, 


largest imports in any earlier fiscel 
year were $903,320,948, in 1902, it is quite 
apparent that the total imports 

present fiscal year will exceed those of 


any preceding year, and that they will 
also exceed a billion dol since they 
have not fallen below gory * —

As the largest exports of an 
ceding year, except 1901, were 

483,012 in 1900, and those of the eleven 
months ending with May were $1.324,- 
493,293, and the smallest exports of any 
month in the year were $88,000,000, it is 
apparent that when the month of June 
is added, the export total for the year 
will exceed that of 1900 and will pass 
the $1,400,000,000 line. 

The largest total commerce 
which is meant the imports and ex- 
ports combined) of any 
was that of 1901, $2,310,937,156. As the 
total imports and exports for the eleven 
months ending with May were $1,324,- 
090,487, ang the combined imports and 
exports of the lightest month of the 
present year were $162,000,000, it is ap- 
parent that the commerce of the 
twelfth month added to the total al- 
ready shown by the eleven months will 
make a grand total exceeding that of 
1901, which showed the largest total of 
imports and exports combined. 

It was only in the year 1872 that the 

total commerce first touched the one 
billion dollar line, and in 1900 it first 
touched the two billion dollar line. 
Of the more than one billion: dollars’ 
worth of imports for the full year man- 
ufacturers’ materials will form nearly 
$500,000,000 value.—(Washington Star.
